Earlier dispafchee reported the 
American party had reached Chit- 
tagong, Province of, Bengal, but 
these proved erroneous. The dis. 
tance of the flight is approximately 
450. miles. ,

AKYAB, Burma, June 25.—Stu- 
art MacLaren, Sritish world flyer, 
hopped off today for Rangoon. 


From the two dispatches printed 
above it Is apparent that the Amer- 
ican army flyere must have passed 
today somewhere along the coast 
of the Bay of Bengal the British 
airman who also is attempting a 
flight around the world. The scene 
of this historic meeting is just in- 
side the tropic zone and almost ex- 
actly on the other side of the world 
from 8t. Louis. Noon in Akyab is 
midnight in St. Louis. but Ak- 
yab is about a thousand miles 
nearer the equator. This is 
the first time in history that an 
airplane bound east around the 
wtrid has met a rival bound west, 
also endeavoring to circle the globe. 

The British aviator is using a 


plane taken to him by the Ameri- 
can torpedo boat destroyers which 
are scattered through these waters 
for the purpose of helping out the 
American expedition. This plane 
was taken from Japan to Akyab in 
Burma, and there turned over to 
the British. 

In Calcutta, which is the next 
stop ef the American expedition, 
the landing pontoons which have 
been used since the planes left Se- 
attle, will be taken off and wheeled 
landing gear will take its place, as 
the airmen will then begin the 
long, hot flight across Northern In- 
dia.

minutes the parade 
Keegan sought to join. ie 

Frank H. Farris of Rolla, «chair- 
man of the Democratic State com- 
mittee, seized the standard and 
jerked it back in place. Keegan 
tussled with him for control of the 
standard, and a policeman, evi- 
dently placed by the Missouri dele- 
gation designedly, interfered and 
pushed Keegan away, standing be- 
tween him and the standard. 

Women Hold Standard. 

Mrs. Milford Riggs of Ironton 
and Mrs. George Quinn of Harnes- 
ville, standing on chairs, reached 
over the heads of other delegates 
and grasped the standard to -hold 
it in. place. Adolph Musser of 
Holden held it at the top and 
Claud Bass of Steelville had it by 
firm grasp at the bottom. 

After nearly five minutes, dur- 
ing which delégates from other 
states gathered about shouting en- 
couragement to the contenders, the 
policemen managed to. peaceably 
induce those holding the standard 
to take their. seats, assuring them 
he would not permit its removal. 

Farris said after the excitement 
subsided that his objection to tak- 
ing the standard into the parade 
Was that it was an Underwood 
demonstration. 

“We had no objection to the sen- 
timent éxpressed by the speaker,”’ 
he said, ‘hut Missouri is not for 
Underwood and should not be mis- 
led into joining an Underwood 
demonstration.” ; 

Truce Is Reached. 

After the controversy over the 
anti-klan demonstration, the Mc- 
Adoo and Smith leaders in the del- 
egation reached a truce by which 
it was agreed the Missouri stand- 
ard would not be carried in either 
the McAdoo or the Smith_ demon- 
stration. As a result, when the pa- 
~xrde of McAdoo delegates started 
through the aisles of the conven- 
tion hall, the Missouri standard re- 
mained in its place. The McAdoo 
supporters in the delegation stood 
on chairs and waved McAdoo flags, 
but did not carry the standard. 

Three policemen and several con- 
vention officers were assembled 
around the Missouri delegation.

Owen D. Young, Whe Was Member on Com- 
mission With Dawes, Presents Views 
to Resolutions Body,

NEW YORK, June 25.—A rec- 
ommendation that the Democratic 
party go on record as favoring ‘‘co- 
operation with or participation in 
such organizations, indluding the 
League of Nations, as may be help- 
fully functioning in the social and 
economic rehabilitation of the 
world, on such terms as will, on 
the one hand, ptotect the sover- 
eignty and independence of the 
Government, and on the other en- 
able it to render full service and 
receive its full benefit from the 
common and enlightened action of 
all nations’ was made today by 
Owen D. Young, a member of the 
Dawes reparations commission. 
Young spoke before the. Resolu- 
tions Committee of the Democratic 
national convention at request of 
Chairman Homer Cummings of 
that body. 

Young also urged that the party 
pledge itself to “take the initiative 
through every agency at its dis- 
posal to outlaw war and ake 
peace the accepted policy of the 
nation.” 

He advised, however, that the 
Democrats not allow themselves to 
“participate in the deluéion that 
the World. Court unsupported by 
other agencies” will put an end to 
the controversies between nations, 
though’ he did not advise against 
entrance into the court. 

For a Foreign Policy. 

Young declared that he thought 
the United States first Should set- 
tle upon a foreign policy which 
should be continuous and not sub- 
ject to the eddies and cross cur- 
rents of partisan political expedi- 
ency.

Write the platform mildly 
if you want to, on this point, but 
write it clearly. Name this or- 
ganization, or it will be attempted 
on the floor.” 

The committee room occupants, 
anesthetized into semi-stupor by a 
long succession of speeches, some 
of which were not excessively in- 
teresting, were thoroughly awak- 
ened by Hawes’ words. At that 
time it was not realized what had 
been happening behind the scen- 
ery.

NEW YORE. June 24.—Pat Harrison is 
from Mississippi, which at times cannot 
keep cool with Coolidge or anyone elise, 
but the heat of Madison Square Garden was 
teo much for him. It made him forget his 
piece, always an embarrassing matter for 
these appearing in public. and the first 
thing we know Pat had reached for his 
printed manuscript and began to read.

Election Board So Decides— 
About 17,000 Voters 
Unqualified. 


A supplemental registration of 
voters in St. Louis County, in ad- 
vance of the August primary elec- 
tion, will not be held, it was de- 
cided by the County Election Board 
today. There are about 17,000 
otherwise qualified voters who are 
not registered and, therefore, will 
not be able to participate in the 
primary. 

The county's first registration, 
and so far its only one, was held 
last January, about 33,000 voters 
registering. It has been pointed out 
that bad weather, unfamiliarity 
with the necessity of registering, 
and some lack of general knowl- 
edge of the registration, kept a 
third of the voters off the books. 

Registration Rumors. 

Organizations and individuals 
interested in enabling these unreg- 
istered voter sto get on the books 
and wote have deciared that a 
emall registration would tend to 
help political machines in their 
control of affairs. “Boss"’ Fred 
Essen’s county paper opposed «4 
supplemental registration, assert- 
in gthat citizens had had plenty of 
opportunity to register. There have 
been rumors that some gangsters 
from the city were preparing to 
register in-the county if given the 
opportunity. Gangsters aided in 
the corruption of the 1922 county 
primary, when there was no regis- 
tration. 

Election Commissioners McEI- 
hinney and Miller gave the follow- 
ing reasons fo rtheir decision to- 
Gay: Lack of funds, there being 
only $800 in the county contingent. 
fund, which would have to meet 
the $5000 cost of a registration: 
insufficient time in advance of the 
primary to make necessary records, 
under the law; belief that the pres- 
ent number of registered voters 
represents a high average for the 
county, which has a population 
estimated at 110,000. 

The St. Louis County Republican 
League had adopted a resolution 
yesterday offering te guarantee 
f of judges and clerks for a sup- 
plemental registration and stating 
that many of these officials had 
signified their willingness to serve 
without pay. The league offered to 
provide funds to cash warrants for 
officials’ pay and polling place 
rent in cases where payees were 
unwilling to wait for collection of

set; but when 100 representa- 
tive citizens swelter through a 
Preliminary discussion of Plans 
to bring back the days of rea! 
derbies to this State, after a 
lapse of 18 years, surely the 
long talked-of racing revival 
cannot be distant. 

Two things stood out in the 
speeches at the Sportsmen's Din- 
ner at the Chase last night. One 
Was the evident desire to bring 
back racing on the part of the 
high-ups among our citizenry; 
another was a very labored ef- 
fort to get around the spirit of 
a Missouri law. 

All agreed that racing was a 
most desirable agguisition to the 
business, gocial and recreative 
life of a community: likewise, al! 
seemed to think it recessary ‘+o 
justify or camouflage an eva- 
sion. The fact that a great part 
of the Missouri public would 
welcome racing seems to have 
justified the discussion in favor 
of the plan proposed to nullity 
the present law against record- 
ing of bets. 

This is not the ‘only unwel- 
come statute, State or national, 
that, under similar conditions, is 
being treated in a similar man- 
ner. ‘““‘Where you can’t get over 
get around,” seems to be the 
thought. 

REMOVING the obstacle in x)! 
cases seems a course too siagger- 
ing to be undertaken. 


_Here’s the Big Idea. 


S the veteran racing official, 


Joseph A. Murphy, explained 
to the assembly in a half-hour 
address. the plan for @eviving 
racing involves no iaw violation. 
There is NO law against racing 
in Missouri, he points out. There 
is no iaw against betting on a 
horse in Missouri. There IS 42 
law, directed at open bookmak- 
ing, which makes it a felony to 
act as custodian of a wager or 
to make a memorandum of a 
bet, the “Jedge” explained. 

Thus, the problem sifts down 
tc doing away with custodians 
of money at the track, and of the 
guilty “papers” containing legal 
“memoranda” of wagers. 

In describing a working plan. 
Judge Murphy said that ft had 
been found expedient in the East 
to pay off elsewhere than at the 
scene of the races. 

He aiso said it was possibie to 
arrange a lega! bet 
memoranda by the 
plan: 

You like tHe chances of Black 
Gold. You walk up to a well- 
known race track capitalist—-he 
will not be hiding from you—ani 
ask him if by any chance he 
knows the odds against Blac« 
Gold. “Three to one,”’.is the an- 
swer. Then you write on a slip 
of paper. 

“Can you piace $5 at 3 to 1 on 
Black Gold for me?” sign it and 
hand it to him. 

The Philanthropic 
says he will see what 
—which is a-plenty. In other 
words, he HAS placed the bet. 
But. the Capitalist not having af- 
fixed his name or any other 
damning evidence that he is ac- 
cepting the wager. is not convict- 
ing himself by a ‘‘legal"’ memo- 
randum. In other words, he has

Capitalist 
he can do 


without- 


a record of the bet in a form that 
cannot convict him. 
After the race the lucky one 
calls upon the Capitalist at a 
designated ts one - paid. 


Clumsy But Workable. 


T'S rather a laborious process 


to go through, but it is work- 
able.

Wherefore. many hope 
that the big drive ultimately will 
center in an attack on the State 
Legislature to put over a measure 
legalizing a racing meet with 
betting machines. The camou- 
flage of a State fair and no- 
memoranda for bets may work: 
but somehow it doesn't comport 
sO very well the dignity of citi- 
zens who have the Sainted Louis 
for their historic patron. 
However, the friends of racing 
truthfully state that the Legis- 
lature has refused to come to the 
rescue and that, this being the 
case, half a loaf is better than 
ncene. :
